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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his inv ention. 

1. Claims 2-5,8 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. One of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to make the claimed invention. In 
claim 8 line 2, applicant discloses that the coil is divided into at least three inductors then further 
in the claim applicant discloses that coil is divided into a least four inductor. It is unclear how 
many inductors applicant is reciting. 

2. The follow ing is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6, 15, 16, 18, 19 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the coil conductor patter" in line 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. With regards to claim 20, applicant discloses a coil divided into at least three inductors in 
line 2. In line 5, applicant discloses lumped constant inductors. Are these the same inductors? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 L SC§ 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences betw een the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole w ould have been obvious at the time the invention w as made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mandai et al US 
Pat. 5,436,601(of record) in view of Fukuda et al US Pat. 5,985, 414. 

8. The primary reference Mandai et al teaches a delay line comprising a coil divided into at 
least three inductors and a laminated body including a plurality of insulating layers and at least 
three stages of low pass filters including the at least three inductors and a plurality of capacitors. 

Thus Mandai et al is shown to teach all the limitations of the claim with the exception of 
the insulating layer including a magnetic material. 

Fukuda et al shows that it is well known in the art to have an insulating layer including 
magnetic material. 

One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found it obvious to 
replace the general insulating layer of Mandai et al with the insulating layer including magnetic 
material of Fukuda et al since examiner takes notice of the equivalence of the insulating layer of 
Fukuda et al and the general insulating layer of Mandai et al in their use in the transmission line 
art and the selection of any known equivalent to provide insulation w ould be within ordinary 
skill in the art. 

9. Claim 7 is allowed.
